Under Government Code Section 11256 the Authority may enter into 
Inter-Agency Agreements with other state agencies. 

Under Public Utilities Code Section 185036 the Authority may enter 
into Cooperative Agreements with local public agencies. 

These agreements will assist the Authority to advance toward 
construction by providing: 

> Necessary temporary resources to ensure timely responses through 
regulatory agencies. 

> Permit Processing 

> Requests for Information 

> Establishing special teams/task forces, etc., to address project needs.
